The Railway Stock. 

The subscribed capital stock of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway in ton mil- 
lions of dollars, and it is apportioned 
amongst the several Provinces thus: 
Three million oig-ht hundred and forty- 
six thousand dollars to Ontario; three 
million seventy-six thousand eight 
hundred dollars to Quebec, and seven 
hundred and sixty-nmo thousand three 
hundred dollars to Nova Scotia, Now 
Brunswick, Manitoba, and British 
Columbia respectively. The object in 
thus distributing tho stock is that each 
Province shall be afforded a fair oppor- 
tunity of acquiring a due influence and 
share in the groat enterprise. But 
the mere act of placing these propor- 
tions of stock -within the reach of tho 
several Provinces does not, it will bo 
observed, put theso Provinces in pos- 
session of either tho stock or the influ- 
ence it is designed to confer. It must 
be subscribed, taken up, in order to 
accomplish that object. As has been 
stated, stock to the amount of $7(>D,- 
300 has been placed in this market. 
The period allowed for taking it up is 
necessarily limited, and will expire on 
Friday next. Every dollar of it ought 
to be taken up. A casli payment of 
only ten per cent, is all that is neces- 
sary, and on that interest at the rate 
of live per cent, per annum will be al- 
lowed until such time as allotment 
shall be made. Loss than seventy- 
seven thousand dollars of cash doposit 
would take up tho whole amount of 
stock set apart fortius Province; and 
surely nobody will question the ability 
of our monied men to accomplish that 
without incui-ring the slightest risk of 
financial embarrassment. "Undoubtedly 
people's money is their own ; and it is 
not for us to dictate or, perhaps, even 
suggest as to the employment of it. 
And yet we may he permitted to ad- 
vert to the false position British 
Columbia would occupy in relation to 
tho great railway, in the event of the 
stock allotted to her having to seek for 
takers elsewhere. To pass oVer the 
fact that one of her representatives 
having foolishly boasted ou the floor 
of the House of Commons that British 
Columbia was both able and willing 
to undertake the construction of one- 
half of the railway herself, it must be 
obvious that the very important object 
of the distribution of the stock 
amongst the various Provinces would 
bo lost to this, tho most rteoplv inter- 
ested one. That means a great deal. 
It means no voice or influence in the 
location of route and terminus. It 
ineaus no control over tho enormous 
expenditures that must take place to 
the west of the Pocky Mountains. It 
means, in short, that tho people of this 
Province shall bo treated as aliens to 
the gigantic enterprise. Are tho 
property-owners, the business men 
quite prepared to accept such results ? 
"We cannot think that they are. Why, 
wo could name half adozen associations 
and individuals in this community alone 
whoso interests are sufficient to justify 
them in taking up every share allotted 
to this Province, even if the whole 
amount (instead of only ton per cent- 
um) had to be paid down in cash. 
In advocating that the whole amount 
of stock allotted to this Province 
should be taken up by its people, we 
have no other motive in view, no other 
interest to serve than tho well-being 
of the community in which we live. 
It is perfectly (dear to our mind that, 
should any considerable amount of the 
stuck sot apart for British Columbia 
be leftuntaken, the Province will be 
placed in a false position, from which 
it may not easily recover, and the con- 
sequences of which there may be oc- 
casion to regret for many a long year. 
And what is true of the whole Province 
in this regard is especially true of 
Victoria. 



XvjCoetiiig; of Parliament, - 

The Parliament of tho Dominion of 
Canada assembles at the Federal Capital 
to-day. It is n matter of very general ro- 
gret in this Province that the compilers of 
telegraphic reports for tho press on the 
Pacific slopo do not attach more impor- 
tance to Canadian hcwh in general and 
parliamentary news in particular. A 
shooting affair or a drunken brawl in an 
American community scorns to bo thought 
of greater interest to the newspaper-read- 
ing public on tliis coast than tho proceed- 
ings in the Dominion Parliament at Otta- 
wa. Hence, while it is considered worth 
while to telegraph the minutest details of 
the former, oro only gets an occasional 
and unintelligible glimpso of the doings 
of :t Parliament which makes laws for half 
a continent. It is difficult to understand 
how this mode of dishing up news for 
tho Paci tic can meet the approval of ou r 



American neighbors; for even they must 
feel considerable interest in what concerns 
tho Dominion washed by both ocoans. To 
the people of this Province it is unendur- 
able, and causes ono to look eagerly for- 
ward to tho time when our own telegraph 
system, already extending well up to tho 
foothills of iho Rooky Mountains, shall 
connect us with the Eastorn Provinces. 
Meanwhile, it does appear to us that those 
who control tho mattor would not ho do- 
ing an unwise thing if they caused a duo 
proportion of Canadian news to take the 
pluoo of some of the chaffy stuff constant- 
ly coming from unimportant communities 
in the United Statos. It would certainly 
prove greatly mora acceptable hern; and 
wo will not insult tho intolligonco of our 
American neighbors so much as to imagine 
that it could be less acceptable to them. 
Parliament, as wo have said, assembles 
to-morrow: and it must bo confessed that 
our eastern exchanges havo not given 
much information as to tho measures likely 
to be submitted by the Government. In- 
deed, with tho exception of a vague hint 
about a Supreme Court of Appeal for the 
Dominion and the attainment of unifor- 
mity in tho election laws, the press of the 
old Provinces has not deigned to forcast 
the work of the session. Wo may be par- 
doned for thinking that, instead Of devot- 
ing its almost undivided attention to party 
squabbles and sectional recriminations, 
the press might bo more usefully engaged 
in devoting a share of attention to the dis- 
cussion of needed and proposed measures. 
A rational and pains-taking discussion of 
public measures would surely bo of great- 
er benefit to tho country, of far more as- 
sistance to the Government, than the pages 
of political bickering ono too frequently 
meets with.

The latest news dispatches 
represent Britain's affair with Russia as 
settled by tho backing down of that Power. 
Wo attach no importance to tho rumor. 

Ministerial Association.— The Seattle 
Dispatch says:— Tho Presbytery of Oregon 
Presbyterians has six members on Paget 
Sound. Pour of tho members met at 
Seattle, W.T., on Feb. 7th, 1873, and the 
subject of an association coming up, the 
present was deemed an opportune mo- 
mont for an organization. Tho choice of 
a minis was made— "The Pnget Sound 
Ministerial; Association." Tho Rev. Or. F. 
Whitworth was chosen Chairman, and 
Rov. John Boa Secretary, to servo for a 
period of twelve months. On motion tho 
Killing Elders of tho various Churches 
were declared eligible for membership and 
office in the Association. Tho names of 
tho absent Presbyters were enrolled and 
the Secretary authorized to notify them of 
the organization. It was further resolv- 
ed that a cordial invitation bo sent to the 
llov. S. McGregor, of Victoria, V. I., and 
Rev. Mr. Jamieson, of Now Westminster, 
B. 0., of the established Church of Scot- 
land, to unite and co-oporate with tho As- 
sociation. 

From Race Rocks.— On Wednosday 
last at midnight the Chief Light Keeper 
at Race Rocks Light-house noticed a ves- 
sel a ground on Kosechde Rock. As soon 
as the tido turned she floated off. Tho 
night was dark and dirty and no wind, 
and it is supposed tho vessel was a Sound 
tow-boat. It is a curious fact that every 
« day and night since the Rocks have been 
surrounded by u heavy surf in which a 
vessel would bo broken to pieces. A boat 
that managed, with groat difficulty, to 
iand at tho Light-house at daylight on 
Saturday was detained till yesterday after- 
noon, not by wind, but by tho surf that at 
times' would break in sheets of foam and 
spray as high, as 20 and 80 feet abovo tho 
level of tho water.

Our Coal and Coal Mines 

Editor Colonist. — The "rent future 
importance of Coal Mining to the com- 
mercial interests of this Province is 
frequently adverted to in the columns 
of your excellent paper, and no person 
who has at all considered the matter 
will say that an industry which has 
done so much for other countries, par- 
ticularly Great Britain, should, oven 
at this early period of our history, be 
overlooked, find certainly it cannot be 
overestimated. 

About the thirteenth century the 
use of coal was prohibited in London 
on the .supposition that the fumes aris- 
ing from it rendered the air impure, 
but its cheapness and its excellence as 
an article of fuel brought about the 
dissipation of an illfounded prejudice 
which existed, and likewise tho abro- 
gation of the embargo; and very speed- 
ily afterwards did our forefathers begin 
to concentrate and obtain by means of 
coal, in a more thorough manner than 
they had done, the most valuable pro- 
perties of other minerals, Coal is at 
this day assuming an importance 
which had not entered into tho con- 
ceptions of men a century ago, and the 
interest involved in supplying it to the 
markets of the world is getting wide 
spread, extending in vast proportions 
with that of ocean steam navigation. 

Happily for the Province of British 
Columbia, Vancouver Island possesses 
rich stores of coal of a quality un- 
equalled by any yet discovered in the 
American Pacific states or territories. 
Beginning at Fort Rupert and reach- 
ing to Koskoemo, thence leading 
south toj Nanaimo, nearly I he whole 
East Coast of the Island, from the 
mountains to tho water is underlaid with 
coal. It was at Fort Rupert that the 
Hudson Bay Company first explored 
Coal, where they planted machinery, 
sunk bores and shafts and carried on, 
under the supervision of the late Mr. 
Muir of Sooke, various other opera- 
tions preparatory to a systematic 
mining of coal. While work was in 
progress at tho Fort coal was found at 
Nanaimo in thicker seams, more easily 
obtainable, and much bolter situated 
as regards harbor accommodation. 
After examination into the newly dis- 
covered coal district, and perceiving 
its advantages the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany decided to dismantle tho 
machinery at Fort Rupert and remove 
the whole, with all the miners, to Na- 
naimo. At the latter place the Hudson 
Bay Company turned out coal up to 
1862 at which time they sold out to the 
Vancouver Coal M ining Company. 

Although, as before stated, coal is 
omlvwljod all along the East Coast it 
at Nanaimo that we find it ex- 
. There aro two or three coal 
companies so-called, holding 
t Comox, whoso operations or 
Hp. itions, as the case may bo, have 
not apparently gone far toward carry- 
ing out tho objects of their organiza- 
tion. 



To Nanaimo then, as tho principal 
and most valuable field of coal under 
development, let me direct attention. 
There aro two companies operating in 
tho district— The Vancouver Coal Co. 
and Dunsmuir. Diggle & Co. Having 
merely seen tho shipping place of the 
latter, it is of the former company's 
works, which I have lookod over, that 
I propose to write. 

DOUGLAS FIT. 

The surfaco arrangements at this fa • 
mouB pit strikes tho eye at first sight 
as being well designed, and much more 
perfect than a stranger might expect to 
see in a place so remote from otherand 
older mining countries where every- 
thing can bo made and shapod to order 
and at will. Thelargo winding engine 
and its furnaces and boilers are models 
of their kind, and impress one very 
forcibly as the steam moves tho pon- 
derous wheels of tho power that is 
within them. This engine hauls a train 
of 9 tons of coal up an incline nearly 
1000 yards in length at an angle of 13 
deg. from the horizontal. The wind- 
ing rope is of the best steel wire and 
woighs 2| tons. On arriving at the 
top of the incline the train of cars is 
impelled along the tramway by its own 
gravity to the weigher from whom 
an empty train is drawn by 
the full one, and who carefully notes 
the weight of coal each car contains 
and sets it down to tho miner whose 
number is shown by a token fixed on 
the car. The coal is then tipped on 
the screen at tho bottom of which a 
huge wagon is placed to receive the 
lumps, while the small stuff is caught 
underneath by a second screen which 
makes " Chesnuts. " All that 
goes through the under scren is 
dross and is consumed at the ongino fur- 
naces. While the one train is undergoing 
tho process of screening another is 
ascending the incline from tho mino, ami 
ho tho winding, weighing and tipping 
methodically goon. 

Before making any further observation 
touching tho appearance and character of 
things abovo ground, 1 may brielly refer 
to the underground workings and plant, 
which aro vory extensive, substantial and 
efficient. Tho Douglas seam has an aver- 
age thickness of i% feet, the main levels 
and roads being heightened where neces- 
sary for mulos to trot along, and to allow 
a person to walk upright. It is only after 
tho bottom of tho incline is reached 
that you begin to discern signs of the 
activity Anticipated by tho turnout of 
coal. Advancing on the lino of tho main 
road going with the striko of the bed, the 
miners aro seen taking out of their rooms 
or stalls a bright looking coal which is 
sent in cars to tho sliding for tho mules to 
haul to tho ongino ropo. A pillar for the 
protection of the roof is loft between each 
room. All around there seems to be a 
large body of coal held in reserve, per- 
haps, to meet any increase in tho demand 
or other emergency. The mine is drained 
by three pumps working at tho bottom of 
tho incline and branches— one, a steam 
pump, the other two plungers, respective- 
ly, of 5,7 l /i and 8;.j inch working barrels. 
TheBo pumps, the last-named two of 
which aro driven by tho large winding 
engine after tho day's coal is hauled, de- 
liver tho water to tho pump at tho foot 
of a vortical shaft 120 feet deep. In the 
shaft two 8-inch lifting pumps are placed 
for raising nll,tho water to tho surface. The 
latter pumps aro actuated by an engine 
stationed at the head of the shnft. 

Now let us go back to the arrangements 
above ground. When the wagons, hold- 
ing •! tons each, aro tilled at tho screens 
they are taken down the railway to the 
wharf by a locomotive. The loading 
shutes aro quickly reached, being only 
about one-third of a mile, from the mine. 
Arriving at the shipping point, over a 
vessel's hatch, the door in tho bottom of 
the wagon is expeditiously open and tho 
coal, in the twinkling on an eye, is deposit- 
ed in a ship's hold. Tho shute, and the 
apparatus by which it is suspended, are 
raised and lowered by a winch as may be 
requisite to at different stages of the tide, 
or to suit the height of largo or small ves- 
sels. When the shuto is low tho wagons 
are let down by a break-pulley and as soon 
as emptied are quickly brought up to the 
platform by a back-balance acting on 
the pulley. These appliances for loading 
might, on a smaller scale, bo copied to 
advantage at the adjacent mine in Depar- 
ture Bay. The facilities for shipping coal 
at Nanaimo are first class, but the wharf 
is almost too costly a structure for the 
trade carried on, It is built on iron 
piles and wood piles covered with copper. 
1 dare say, however, the Company expect 
moro business when the Canadian Pacific 
Kail way is comraencod, and they perhaps 
rightly consider their trade will expand 
concurrently with tho growth of manufac- 
tories and commerce on the coast generally. 
Douglas coal, screened, is furnished to 
vessels at §5 50 per ton. 

Within tho last year the Company 
have sunk their shafts to a second seam 
of coal 1(50 feet below the Douglas, 
but seam No. '2 has not yet been open- 
ed up on account of some broken 
ground met with near the shaft bot- 
tom. 

With reforenco to the quality of the 
Douglas coal, excepting only some 
English Canned coal, it has tho repu- 
tation of being the bust in San Fran- 
cisco for gas making It yields over 
10,000 cubic feet of gas per ton of 
2240 lbs; has an illuminating power of 
10 candles, and produces a good coke. 
The specific gravity of this coal is Uil 
showing goodjstowago character— say 
42 cubic feet, as broken up, to the ton. 
An analvsis exhibits its composition as 
foliowr Carbon OS; Volatile matter 22; 
Ash 10. It has great cohesive strength 
and does not crack or exfoliate by ex- 
posure (as do tho American Pacific 
coast coals) nor does it deteriorate 
very markedly until some time after 
being mined. 

Tho Douglas seamof coal is very ex- 
tensive. It is traced from tho Nanaimo 
pit across the harbor to Newcastle Is- 
land, where the Company are putting 
down a slopo in the coal, which is hero 
found li feet thick in two layers with a 
ply of shale between. They had at the 
timo of my visit attained a depth exceed- 
ing 1,000 foot, and aro still, I believe, pur- 
suing tho bed downward, also erecting 
powerful winding machinery and large 
wharves. Tho loading ground at this 
placo is right at tho pit's mouth; tho mino 



being close to the waters edge. They 
have merely to laud the cars on the wharf 
for delivery of coal, as it is mined, to a 
vessel at the shuto. Newcastle is prob- 
ably the most valuable of all tho Islands 
between Vancouver and tho Mainland. 
It contains ten million tons of coal, tho 
host freestono on tho coast, and, asso- 
ciated with tho coal, an inexhaustible 
quantity of fire clay. Tho Newcastle 
Douglas coal is a purer article than that 
produced at the old pit, though not bo 
highly bitnuienous, but as the new slopo 
gets deeper the coal will bo protocted by 
heavier deposits of rock, and doubtloss 
prove moro rich in bitumen. From what 
has just been said it will follow that the 
Newcastle does not "cako" like the Nanai- 
mo coal; the very finest of which can bo 
utilized anil consumed by steamers hav- 
ing furnaces adapted to its use, conse- 
quently the dross of tho former, like that 
of all sinter or sandy coals, is worthless, 
and so much waste, and is moreover a 
source of expense ; for the cost of mining 
it must go against the merchantable coal. 
It may be made serviceable by and by 
for baking brick, ttc. There is made from 
both these coals no inconsiderable propor- 
tion of dross. That at Nanaimo sells for 
about 40 per cent, of the price of round 
coal. 

The company have yet another mino 
under way in a seam underlying tho 
Douglas on Newcastle Island. This 
second seam is called Newcastle, and is 
8 to ID feet thick, with alternate layers of 
slato and shale. It is at present worked 
only on a small scale to bo ready for 
further development at a future day. An 
analysis of the Newcastle coal gives carbon 
68,30. volatile matter 19,70, aah 12, The 
coal is good for steamers, burns exceed- 
ingly well when a hot lire is maintained, 
makes a clinker that does not adhere to 
the bars and is not destructive of either 
grate or boiler, which latter consideration 
speaks much in its favor. Newcastle coal 
screened is supplied to shipping at $4 60 
per ton. 

There are employed in and about the 
mines of Nanaimo somo four hundred per- 
sons —em bracing English men, Scotchmen, 
Welchmau and Irishmen. Miners mako 
high wages and most of the old hands aro 
looked upon as very good workmqn. In 
fact, experienced coal workers are con- 
stantly finding their way to our mines, 
mooting at once with steady jobs. 

At another time f shall see more of Na- 
naimo and will endeavor to give you somo 
particulars of the works of Dunsmuir, 
Diggle & Co. The Province, as a whole, 
ought to pay greater attention to our coal 
interests, and leave nothing undone com- 
patible with justice to existing companies 
that will tend to foster and extend so val- 
uable a business as coal mining. 

It would be superfluous to add any- 
thing on the subject of tho management 
of the Vancouver Coal Company's affairs. 
The present satisfactory position of the 
company, compared with that of some few 
years back, and the dividends paid are 
sufficient to show with what success busi- 
ness is carried on.

In the" House of Commons to-day, 
Julian troldschuaidt gave notice that on 
Monday next he should ask the Govern- 
ment whether it was true that the actual 
losses by the United States wero two und 
one-half millions less than tho award 
made at ( \ meva, and whether the Ameri- 
can government would remit that amount. 
The reading of the question was followed 

The Great Eastern has now aboard 2,560 
miles of cable and the telegraph io fleet 
with additional cable, which is to bo laid 
for the Anglo American cable on board, 
will sail the last of next week. It may be 
expected that the cable will bo in working 
order before the 1st of July. 

Bayonkk. f'eh. 28 — Alphonse, the 
brother of Don Carlos, issued a proclama- 
tion asking the soldiers of the regular 
army to join the Carliats und offered tho 
officers an advanced rank. 

London, Feb. 26 — The stockholders of 
the Liverpool, London and Globe Insur- 
ance Company held a stormy meeting to- 
day. Trouble is growing out of tho non- 
declaration of dividends owing to the fires 
in ( !hicago, 

Tho London Time* of tho 13th pub- 
lishes tho diplomatic correspondence be- 
tween the British and Russian Govern- 
ments regarding affairs in Central Asia, 
winch closed with a concession on tho 
part of Russia of tho immediate point in 
dispute, the boundary laid down by tho 
British being accepted. 

Sr. Pktekbiiuho, Feb. 28— Preparations 
for the Khivan campaign aro progressing 
without interruption. The report that 
the expedition had been abandoned incon- 
sequence of tho submission of tho Khe- 
dive has no foundation, 

London, L''eb. 28- Marshall & Sons, 
cotton spinners, of Stockport, near Man- 
chester, have suspended. Liabilities, 
8250,000. 

Madrid, Feb. 27— The bill for the 
abolition of slavery in Porto Rico and 
other Spanish colonics has not yet pass- 
ed. 

Hands of Carlists aro reported march- 
ing towards Navarre. Tho Insurrection- 
ist Chief has issued a proclamation order- 
ing the municipalists to send young men 
to join their forces. A largo force of in- 
surgents are threatening Pampeula and 
General Paca is hurrying forward. 

Vienna, Fob. 25 Austria is disposed 
to act with Prussia and Russia with re- 
gard to tho new Government in Spain. 
Austria considers the latter not yet secure 
enough in power to bo entitled to full ac- 
knowledgement as one of tho Europeans 
Governments. 

Madiud, Feb. 20— Tho Government is 
organizing an army of twenty batalions to 
light the Carlists. 

Senor Tutuan, Minister of Marino, has 
given assurances that the new Govern- 
ment will respoct all financial engage- 
ments under Amadous. 

Tho Minister of Colonies has le egraph- 
ed the authorities of Culm and Costa Rica 
of the formation of the new Republic, and 
says tho Republic will defend at) any 
price tho integrity of the Antilles. 

I3eunu, Fob. 2(5 — Tho Swiss Govern- 
ment has formal reoognizod the Repub- 
lic of Spain in li noto to the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, The Federal Counoil say they 



hope that aftor the strife and suffering 
thoro will bo peaco and prosperity for tho 
country. 

California 

San Diego, Fob. 27— The stage, while 
on tho way to Julian on Monday last, 
got mired two miles this aide of Coleman 
Crook, with tliree passengers — two ladies 
named Mrs. Ward and Mrs. Milne, and ft 
man named Crowell. Thoro was a terrific 
storm at the time; tho horses wero un- 
hitched and Crowell, who is an invalid, 
placed on one of them. Mr. Tweed, tho 
driver, mounted behind him, and the 
ladies walked and kept up until thoy 
readied the creek, which was much swollen. 
Tweed requested them to remain until ho 
had crossed with Crowell when ho would 
return and help to tako thom over. 
Ho had hardly reached Gilson's houso 
when screams for help wore hoard. Tweed 
and Gilson rushed back to the creek where 
they found that Mrs. Ward and Mrs. 
Milno had attempted to cross tho creek 
but wore swept away with tho flood. Tho 
ladies wero not discovered until next 
morning, whon thoy were found about 
one hundred yards apart, and a milo be- 
low the crossing. 

Peru- 

Havana, Feb. 25— Lima dispatches of 
Feb. llthjstate that Colonels Farundo and 
Ceballos, exiled revolutionists, were shot 
dead at Hausco, while escaping. The poo- 
ple in consequence are much agitated. A 
fow days ago an armed mob forced its 
way into the hall of Congress, accused tho 
Governor of complicity in the assassina- 
tion of those men and demanded a change 
of Ministry. A change seems imminent 
and revolution is feared. 

Nevada. 

Virginia, Fob. 27— This morning about 
1V« o'clock, Mrs. McKay, wife of an engi- 
neer in Gould & Curry hoisting works, 
while on a visit to her husband, at the 
works, had her dress caught in the machi- 
nery and was bruised and torn almost to 
pieces from the right hip to tho knee, the 
flesh being entirely stripped to tho bono 
and tho right shoulder shattered badly. 
She died almost instantly. She was only 
15 years old. having been married but a 
few months.
